We wish we could say that oceasional strikes, 
even of such magnitude as the present one, were the 
only, or the worst evils which arise out of the prin- 
ciple of combination; the rules and restrictions 
which are enforced by the members of many Trade 
Societies under the threat of these strikes are a far 
worse hindrance to the natural growth and deve- 
lopment of trade than the strikes themselves. Each 
trade endeayours to throw on the others, the sur- 
plus labour furnished by an increasing population, 
and hence jealousy prescribes the number of ap- 
prentices that a firm may engage. The attempt can- 
not, of course, succeed, for it is impossible that every 
trade can benefit at the expense of its neighbours. 
But if it could succeed the issue of it would be a life 
and death struggle between the generation in posses- 
sion and the new levies that rise every year to the 
labour age. The only practical results of the struggle 
are to create bad blood between employers and em- 
ployed, and between one class of the employed and 
another, and to divert the attention of the working 
classes from really beneficial movements to a hopeless 
and immoral conflict with the natural laws of 


society. 


The Times on the Great Eastern :— 


To look at the gentle though powerful monster now 
lying off Greenwich, few would guess the difficulties 
and hardships that threaten ed to stifle the young giant. 
But as one of the greatest births of time it must have 
its story of wrongs. Like many another noble craft, it 
was all but wrecked before it ever touched water, and 
might have been pointed at for a hundred years or more, 
like the first big ship of all, as the folly of an enthusiast. 
But that was not and that is not the worst trial of the 
Great Eastern. Its worst foe is néither wind nor 
wave, neither rock nor mud bank, nor anything earth 
or sea can put in its way. Like many another up- 
start, it has to fight its way against favouritism ; 
and it now starts against a subsidised competition 
with nothing to depend on but its own iron walls, its 
many roods of surface, and its power, greater than was 
ever accumulated before. As it lies quietly. before you, 
held by a dozen of the strongest cables ever wrought by 
man, you see that which promises to compete success- 
fully with a large fleet of fine vessels, befriended by 
Governments, tenderly nourished by Legislatures, bribed, 
privileged, and secured from ali opposition within their 
track. It has to run a race with acompany and a legion 
of steamers. This isthe unity in which now centres all 
the hopes of the Eastern Steam Navigation Company. 
Notwithstanding the evident advantages of free 
competition—notwithstanding the admitted failure of 
the Peninsular and Oriental to perform its under- 
takings, and the recommendation of a Parliamentary 
committee that a rival company should be encouraged 
to divide the traffic of the Overland Route, Parliament 
ended by giving the company in possession a monopoly 
of the Overland Route, and leaving the wide ocean to 
any new competitor. The Great Eastern—the idea of 
which sprang out of this struggle—represents the vast 
ocean as against inland seas—the spirit of com- 
mercial freedom as against a subsidised monopoly ; the 
enterprise of the Englishman against the wisdom of 
Parliaments, and that true dominion of the seas which 
survives war, but thrives most in peace. 


We may many of us remember the time when it 
was a matter of four months to pass to and fro to India, 
or even to obtain news. The great old Indiamen, on 
which we used to depend for this tedious process, 
may still be seen in the river, passing to or returning 
from their present humble, but useful errands, in the 
conveyance of emigrants. Since they were first 
afloat, and since they excited the admiration 
of the world as marv of shipbuilding, there 
have been strange revolutions. A mew path has 
been opened, or rather re-opened, over the earth. 
An incredulous public heard that it was seriously 
proposed to revive the hazardous route by which mer- 
chants in the age of our Alfred penetrated the East 
to the then fabulous Ind. It sounded almost like an 
attempt to enact the Arabian Nights in this city when it 
was announced that arrangements were made for travel- 
lers to pass through Egypt, and over the Isthmus of 
Suez, and down the Red Sea, and along cities, ports, 
islands, and headlands known only to the scientific geo- 
grapher, so as to do the distance between England and 
Bombay literally in six weeks. ‘Though aSindbad might 
happily survive so difficult and complicatéd a routé, many 
laughed at the idea of a regular stream of passen; ers.

If we had room to exhibit 
the items of profit from works of irrigation, and from 
canals and roads, and to show what must inevitably be 
the results of ng such works into certain new 
regions, no reader would doubt the future fortunes of 
India, unless by the most odstinate blindness and folly 
in the choice and conduct of rules. 

It is all very well to reduce needles and vicious ex- 
penditure, for the sake of publie virtue as well as pru- 
‘dence. But the expenses of the Civil Service ought to 
be expected to increase as the state of the country im- 
proves, and a wider and closer communication is opened 
between the inhabitants and their rulers. Military ex- 
penditure, we think we could show, might be lessened 
very considerably ; and other savings may be practi- 
cable without impairing the efficiency of administration. 
But, on the whole, the tendency must be to increase of 
adininistrative expenditure in every rising State. A 
wise financier will apply himself most diligently to the 
other end of the enterprise, and increase revenue; and 
at that end he will begin with the securing 
and letting of land and the providing of 
public works on which must ensue an ever-in- 
creasing productiveness, commerce, and the opening 
up of more and more sources of revenue, by the in- 
crease ‘ard elevation of the inhabitants of every de- 
veloped region. ‘There will then be classes who may 
bear and invite taxation, if it is wanted; but the 
land will more and more bear the charges of the 
whole. Ifthe Imperial guarantee is presently granted 
to loans by which this fresh beginning may be made, 
the revenue of India---already growing very fast, 
under all discouragements---will soon begin paying off 
debt, and eventually yield such a surplus as no existing 
empire draws. All despondency about India must arise 
from ignorance of its resources, or despair of the wisdom 
of its government. Send out men of business, duly 
furnished with knowledge, and India will be the richest 
part of the British empire. 


hing Herald upon the Ministerial Policy regarding 
Italy :— 

Never did the false and the true principles of diplo- 
macy stand forth in stronger contrast than in recent 
negociations on the Italian question. Lord Malmesbury 
and his colleagues maintained the honour of England, 
and contracted noentangling alliances. Lord Palmer- 
ston and his motley crew have endeavoured to make in- 
trigue doduty for honesty and statesmanship. The dif- 
ference that exists between the foreign policy of the 
late Government and the course pursued by their 
successors was fully established in the memorable 
discussion to which we allude. It was satisfactorily 
shown that there has long been in this country two 
principles of foreign policy contending for ascendancy. 
‘There is on the one hand that principle of perpetual in- 
termeddling in every nook and corner of the world—of 
sharing in every foreign intrigue and petty cabal. Its 
advocates are the real fomentors of revolution. ‘They 
are, as was justly remarked, bullies to the weak, cowards 
to the strong, and their influence on all occasions has 
tended to damage the reputation of England. On the 
other hand there is another principle—namely, that of 
conciliation and non-interferenee, by the practice of 
which England, with her numerous and important inter- 
ests, is preserved from an acrimonious, a meddling, or 
an isolated policy. Such are the opposing principles of 
our foreign policy, as they were laid down by various 
speakers during the debate. If we take the testi- 
mony of independent members on this subject, what 
is the result? Surely the member for Stroud, who 
voted with the factious and narrow majority by which 
the late Government was displaced, cannot be suspected 
of any leaning towards Lord Malmesbury or his col- 
leagues. Yet, after referring to these opposing prin- 
ciples in four diplomacy, Mr. Horsman said :—‘ The 
first of these principles long had the ascendant 
in this country, and he was sorry to say that it was 
most in fashion when the Liberal party were in power. 
The other policy—that of confining oneself to one’s 
own affairs—was for the first time recognised 
during the Italian negociations by the late Admi- 
nistration.” Such testimony, on such a subject, is 
unassailable. The career of the Palmerston Cabinet 
offers the surest demonstration of its truth. When 
general alarm prevailed, and the public dreaded lest 
the impartial course pursued by the Conservative Ad- 
ministration should not be followed by their successors, 
the Premier himself endeavoured to allay apprehension 
by assuring members of the Legislature that he would 
walk in the path “ chalked out” for him by Lord Mal- 
mesbury. No sooner, however, was one peril evaded 
than he sought to give different interpretation to his 
words. So, whilst Lord John Russell was proclaiming 
himself the dupe of every absurd project, and allowing 
various diplomatists to turn him round their fingers as 
they pleased, his quondam rival and present friend as- 
sailed that policy of strict neutrality which he had be- 
fore eulogised.

“It having been determined by her Majesty’s warrant, 
bearing date the 1st of August, 1857, to constitute a corps, 
to be called the ‘Army Hospital Corps,’ in lieu of the corps 
formerly denominated the ‘ Medical Staff Corps,’ the regula- 
tions for which are fully detailed in the aforesaid warran 
officers commanding regiments to which men of the Medica 
Staff Corns are attached, and the medical officers under 
whom such men may be serving, wil: be pleased to 
give them the option of joining the newly-formed corps 
under the terms prescribed, or of being discharged, accord- 
ing to the terms of the warrant under which they enlisted. 

‘* Those men who are now serving, and are recommended 
by their commanding officers or head of department for the 
superior grades in the Army Hospital Corps, will be preferred 
for them. 

é“ Commanding officers will carefully explain the warrant 
of the Ist August, 1857, to the present corps, and transmit 
returns to the Adjutant-General of all men willing to transfer 
their services to the Army Hospital Corps, stating their 
character and fitness for this special duty. After receiving 
these returns, the General Commanding-in-Chief will take 
the necessary measures to complete the new corps from the 
ranks of the army. 

é A separate return of all men desirous of being discharged 
will be transmitted.

That 
while on circuit he received telegrams from his agents, 
stating that offers were made to withdraw the petition 
under certain conditions of reference, from which he in- 
ferred the seat was not to be questioned. The proceed- 
ing was a dignified withdrawal of the reference, not be- 
lieving that it embraced the question of the seat. 
Upon discovering the seat was in question, he 
repudiated the agreement, as involving a breach of the 
privileges of Parliament. The referee upon this de- 
clined to act, subsequently he agreed to leave the whole 
question to the referee, but the agent of his opponent, 
Mr. Childers, refused to go on, and declared his inten- 
tion of bringing the matter before the House of Com- 
mons.

the Barriere du Trone that the army of Italy will enter 
Paris.

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NATIONAL EDUCATION IN IRELAND. 

While our English educational system is winning, upon 
the whole, a wide-spread approval, that of Ireland seems 
to be regarded every year with increasing disfavour. It 

embraces, it is true, a large numiber of schools, attended 

by a large number of scholars. So far it has succeeded 

that the schools are there, and so are the scholars. But 

the avowed object of the system was, not only to educate 

the poor of Ireland, but to educate them on a particular 

plan, Had its purpose been simply limited to this, to 

increase by Parliamentary aid the facilities for education 
according to the plan subsequently adopted on this side 
of the Channel, ite author dared not for very shame have 
even proposed to leave out the “ Scriptural’ schools. 
But the plan went beyond this, and aimed at the estab- 
lishment of a system which should unite in the great 
work of education Protestant and Papist, both as 
managers, teachers, and scholars. Regarded as having 
this for a primary object, it has signally failed, let the 
Secretary for Ireland say w he wi], When Lord 
Derby sketched it, he neglected to introduce into his 
calculations the element of conscientious conviction in 
its twofold aspect—a conviction which exists in equal 
force alike in the Protestant and Roman Catholic, and 
rises supreme to the will of both Parliament and 
Minister. He fancied that he had provided for this im- 
portant principle, by so restricting the conditions of 
the public grant, that no child in a National School 
should be compelled to accept any religious in- 
struction to which his parents formally objected. 
But so little did his lordship understand the delicate 
principle with which he was ne pee! to deal, that he 
ignored altogether the possibility of there being another 
aspect to the question, and that parents and pastors too 
might have conscientious reasons for refusing to counte- 
nance an educational system which not merely left out 
religious instruction of which they disapproved, but all 
religious instruction whatsoever. The most scrupulous 
care was to be taken not to interfere with the peculiar 
tenets of any description of Christian pupils, but no care 
at all was taken to secure for a single scholar instruction 
in that which is the sound basis of education. There 
was to be banished from the schools even the faintest 
suspicion of proselytism, but with it was also practically 
banished the very name and shadow of religion. Lord 
Derby thought at the time that he had gone a long way 
towards securing the success of his plan when he had 
secured the co-operation of such men as the Archbishop 
of Dublin anda few other Protestants on the one hand, 
and two or three Roman Catholic prelates on the other. 
The dream of the happy family seemed to be realised 
almost beyond his expectations. Yet what has now 
become of it? The Protestant Commissioners have left 
the Board in disgust and indignation. The Romanists 
have had things pretty much in their own hands. Nearly 
every change in the system has been in their fa- 
vour. The original object of the scheme is now 
almost entirely out of sight. In the National 
schools united education, in the sense in which the 
phrase was invented, has no existence. The plan 
has failed. Lord Derby himself has admitted it. The 
Roman Catholics only receive public money so far as 
they can make it subservient to the advancement of 
their own principles and purposes. The Irish clergy 
have preferred rather to wage a war with poverty in 
the work of education than to sacrifice principle.

The Foreman of the Jury intimated that it was their 
wish to question Captain Crosbie in the jury-room and 
not in open court. 

Mr. Armstrong, Q.C., said it would be desirable that 
counsel who were to address the jury should be also 
present. 

Mr. Commissioner Henn said it would be most de- 
sirable. 

The court was then cleared of all persons save the 
commissioners, the jury, and counsel. Captain Crosbie 
was under examination for upwards of an hour and a 
quarter. We are unable to give his evidence, owing to 
the Reporters being exeluded. 

On the public being re-admitted, 

Mr. Harris, Q.C., addressed the jury on behalf of Capt. 
Crosbie. He said he was there on behalf of a gentleman 
whom the jury had just seen subjected to a rigid exa- 
mination. He was there, not defending him on a charge 
which affected his life—not defending him upon a 
charge which affected his character, or defending him in 
a proceeding which would take property alone out. of 
his hands, but defending him from a proceeding 
which sought to exclude him from the ordinary 
privileges of a Human being. He was defending him in a 
proceeding which, if the concoctors of it succeeded, would 
condemn him to worse than death, to worse than impri- 
sonment, to worse than loss of property: he was defend- 
ing him upon a proceeding in which his very indivi- 
duality was sought to be destroyed, in which control—not 
only over himself, but over his actions, was sought 
to be wrested from him, in fact, it. was intended 
to deprive him of all the privileges of a free subject. 
It was intended to place him under the control of those 
who sought to debar him from all means of protecting 
himself, and who wound up by seeking to close the 
mouth of his advocate. That was the case which he 
(counsel) had to contend with; but, if he knew his case, 
and the tribunal which he then addressed, he would 
satisfy their reason, and in doing so best gratify their 
feelings, in clearly demonstrating to them that that 
proceeding should be scouted out of court, and the con- 
coctors of it sent away discomfited and ashamed. 
According to the Constitution of the country, the 
Crown was the ordinary protec‘or of all who 
were unable to protect themselves—the Sovereign of 
the realm was the protector of infants, idiots, and 
lunatics, and to the Lord Chancellor of Ireland that 
power was delegated. It was forthe purpose of satis- 
fying the conscience of the Lord Chancellor that they 
—thejury—were empannelled to try whether Captain 
Crosbie was of unsound mind, and whether he was 
capable or incapable of managing his own affairs. They 
were not to investigate whether he was a wild and 
eccentric individual—they were not to try the question 
whether he was a person who wrote what at first might 
appear nonsensical and unintelligible (which when he 
(counsel) came to comment upon it, he would prove to 
be perfectly consistent with rationality), but they 
were to try was he of sound mind. e took the 
definition of a lunatic or madman to be this 
that a madman imagined certain facts : that he conceived 
things to be facts which were not so, and that he rea- 
soned and adduced certain correct inferences from those 
tacts which he had so conceived. One ofthe ablest English 
writers had given the following definition of it:—“ The 
true criterion—the true test of the absence or presence | 
of insanity where thereisno frenzy ar raving madness, 
seems to be the absence or presence of what, in a certain 
sense of it, may be comprised in a single word, namely 
delusion. Whenever a patient once conceives something 
extravagant to exist, which has still no existence what- 
ever, except in his own heated imagination, and 
wherever having once so conceived it he is incapable of 
being reasoned out of that conception, such a patient is 
stated to be labouring under a delusion.” He (coun- 
sel) adopted that test of insanity, and he entertained no 
doubt but that his learned friend who was to follow him 
would apply the same test which had been 
adduced. He woufl ask them, wa there 
a single fact stated by Captain Crosbie to be a 
fact which had not a foundation in something which 
really did exist, and on which Captain Crosbie had 
exercised his reasoning faculties ? He would demonstrate 
to them, from the evidence in the case, that Capt. Crosbie 
was correct in every fact which he had conceived, and 
would show them, with the exception of some hah 
excitement, that he had correctly reasoned on every fact 
which he had so believed. Notwithstanding any little 
oddity that was apparent in his conduct, he submitted 
that Captain Crosbie was, in the terms of the issue, not 
of unsound mind, and quite capable of managing hisow n 
affairs. The petitioner’scase had been ushered in by 
two doctors, who were, doubtless, men of the highest 
respectability : and, deeming physic not sufficient to 
support their case, they introduce something of divinity, 
by the production of the Rev. Mr. Mallett, Fellow 
of Trinity College; there was also Mr. Frank 
Thorpe Porter produced, Mr. Allen, barrister, and Mr. 
Charles Dillon, a picture dealer, who, though he had 
complimerited Captain Crosbie on being a good judge of 
pictures, subsequently alleged he knew nothing of them at 
all.

increasing, and which ought to be abated. “The custom 
of trade is to take the coin at the nominal rate of 
35 cents, while its actual value of is only 23 cents and a 
fraction of about a third. The effect of this is to bring 
shillings into Canada in overwhelming quantities. An 
emigrant will only get 4 dols. 86 cents for a sovereign, 
but for 20s. in silver will receive 5 dols., and those who 
know the fact naturally bring silver instead of gold, in 
spite of the greater bulk. Besides the constant growth 
ofthe circulation, at a loss to the country, ttiere is the ad- 
ditional disadvantage that the banks and public offices 
do not accept the current rate, but on the contrarY 
refuse to receive the coin for more than 24 cents. The 
quantity in circulation continually grows larger, the 
hard times compel everybody to make use of all their 
resources, and the silver is handed about from one to 
the other nominally at the customary rate, but really at a 
depreciation, because no one will receive it in large 
sums save as afavour, for which they genérally expect 
an equivalent. It is evident that all this must cease 
some time or other, and we know no reason why the 
sto should be postponed. The Toronto Board of 
Trede took the initiative by recommending that after 
the 1st of August the shilling be taken at 24 cents, and 
no more. Webelieve that the general adoption of this 
rule will rid us of the difficulty, though it will cause 
some slight loss to persons who hold the silver at the 
moment. The effect would be to check the importation 
of the coin and to favour its rt. There would be a 
profit of one-third of a cent on each shilling sent to 
England, and, though this is trifling, it would ultimately 
effect the desired object. It would certainly remove the 
superfluity which is the main trouble at this moment. 
The Americans adopted the same method to get rig 
of the Mexican quarter and shilling, and succeeded.--~
